Allah, the Exalted, said: "Verily, Allah and His 
angels bless the Prophet. O you, who believe, ask 
(Allah) to bless him and grant him abundant peace". 

From this verse it is made very clear to us that 
there is an obligation to invoke Allah's blessings and 
peace upon the Last Prophet Hazrat Muhammad 
(peace and blessings of Allah, the Exalted be upon 
him). 

Hazrat Ibn Kathir (may Allah, the Exalted have 
mercy upon him) said, 

"In this verse Allah, the Exalted, informed His 
servants about the revered status that His Prophet 
(peace and blessings of Allah, the Exalted be upon 
him) and His Servant occupies with Him in the 
Higher Assembly. He revealed that He praises him in 
the company of the angels close to Him, and that the 
angels pray for him, and that He has commanded the 
inhabitants of the lower world (especially the earth, 
where we are living) to send their salutations and 
greetings to the Prophet (peace and blessings of 
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Allah, the Exalted be upon him), so that the loiver and 
the higher worlds would join together in his praise. 

According to the Islamic scholars there are a 
number of meanings to invoke of blessings upon the 
Noble Messenger of Allah (peace and blessings of 
Allah, the Exalted be upon him), it is mercy when 
attributed to Allah. It is graciousness and a 
supplication for the Mercy of Allah, the Exalted when 
attributed to the angels and the others. 

Hazrat Abu al-Aliya (may Allah, the Exalted be 
pleased with him) said, "Allah's sending blessings to 
the Noble Prophet (peace and blessings of Allah, the 
Supreme be upon him), means His praising of the 
Most Honoured Prophet to His angels, and the 
blessings of the angels mean their supplications 
invoking blessings upon the Prophet (peace and 
blessings of Allah, the Supreme be upon him). 
(Bukhari) 

According to Hazrat Ibn Abbas (may Allah, the 
Exalted be pleased with him), Allah and His angels 
praise and venerate the Noble Prophet Hazrat 
Muhammad (peace and blessings of Allah, the Exalted 
be upon him). It has been said that Allah, the Exalted 
showers His mercy upon His Beloved Prophet (peace 
and blessings of Allah, the Exalted be upon him), and 
His angels supplicate for him. 

Hazrat Sufi an Al-Thawri (may Allah, the Exalted 
have mercy upon him) and other scholars are of the 
opinion: 

"Blessings of the Lord mean His mercy, and the 
blessings of the angels refer to their supplications and 
seeking forgiveness. " 

We are ordered that we should invoke Allah's 
blessings upon our beloved prophet Hazrat 
Muhammad (peace and blessings of Allah, the Exalted 
be upon him) in our prayers and supplications. There 
is a time frame for other kinds of worship i.e. you 
offer your prayers five times in a day at particular 
time and you have to perform Hajj in the Month of 
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Zul-Hijjah. But when it comes to invoke Allah's 
blessings and salute to the Noble Messenger of Allah 
(peace and blessings of Allah, the Supreme be upon 
him), there is no time limit. It is a general obligation 
and is not restricted to a specific time. When we 
invoke Allah's blessings and favours upon him, in fact 
we obey to Allah's Command and we fulfil the 
obligation. 

Qadi Abu Bakr ibn Bukayr said, "Allah, the Supreme 
has made it an obligation upon His creation to praise 
and ask for peace upon Prophet Muhammad (peace 
and blessings of Allah, the Exalted be upon him). 
Allah did not assign a specific time and the obligation 
of believers is that one should do it as often as 
possible and never show negligence in its doing. " 

Hazrat Imam Haskafi (may Allah, the Exalted 
have mercy upon him) writes in his (( Durr al- 
Mukhtar" "Concerning sending Allah's blessings and 
peace on the Last Messenger of Allah (peace and 
blessings of Allah, the Supreme be upon him) bless, 
"It is obligatory once in a one's life, without any 
difference of opinion.. .and it is differed upon 
concerning its compulsion every time whenever he 
(peace and blessings of Allah, the Supreme be upon 
him) is mentioned." 

According to Imam Tahawi (may Allah, the Exalted 
have mercy upon him), it is compulsory every time 
whenever he (i.e. The Messenger of Allah, May Allah 
bless him and grant him peace) is mentioned. 
We should send blessings upon him at least one time 
whenever we read his sacred name in a book or it is 
mentioned before us. If we listen more than 100 times 
his sacred name, we should say, "Peace and blessing 
of Allah, the Exalted be upon him" and it is a 
recommended and worthy practice on our behalf. 

To send Allah's blessings upon the Noble Prophet 
(peace and blessings of Allah, the Exalted be upon 
him) is a general obligation but conditional to our 
belief and it is not limited to the obligatory five daily 
prayers. However, whosoever sends Allah's blessings 
upon the Apostle of Allah (peace and blessings of 
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Allah, the Supreme be upon him) once in his lifetime 
has offered the minimum obligation. " 

Allah, the Exalted has not commanded other 
nations to invoke blessings upon their Prophets 
except the Muslims who got this divine command to 
send their blessings upon the Most respected and 
beloved Messenger of Allah (peace and blessings of 
Allah, the Supreme be upon him). 

We should be thankful to our Creator, the Almighty 
Allah that he provided us this golden opportunity to 
be successful in here in this world and the next one. 
We should never be lazy and negligent in invoking 
Allah's favours and blessings upon the Last 
Messenger of Allah (peace and blessings of Allah, the 
Supreme be upon him) who will intercede the sinners 
on the Day of Resurrection.

the Companions asked the Messenger of Allah 
(peace and blessings of Allah, the Exalted be upon 
him)"How should we invoke blessings (upon you)?" 
How did he (peace and blessings of Allah, the Exalted 
be upon him) he guided his beloved Companions, let 
us see in the following.

Narrated Ka^b bin Ujrah: It was said, "O Allah's 
Messenger! We know how to greet you, but how to 
invoke Allah's blessings upon you?" The Prophet 
(peace and blessings of Allah, the Exalted be 
upon him) said, "Say, O Allah! Confer Thy blessings 
upon Hazrat Muhammad (peace and blessings of 
Allah, the Exalted be upon him) and the family of 
Muhammad (peace and blessings of Allah, the 
Exalted be upon him) just as you conferred 
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blessings upon Hazrat Abraham (peace be upon him). 
Verily, You are the Praiseworthy, Majestic. O Allah! 
Bless Hazrat Muhammad (peace and blessings of 
Allah, the Exalted be upon him) and the family of 
Hazrat Muhammad (peace and blessings of Allah, 
the Exalted be upon him) just as you blessed 
Hazrat Abraham (peace be upon him) and the family 
of Hazrat Abraham (peace be upon him).

Narrated Hazrat Abu Said al-Khudri (may 
Allah, the Exalted be pleased with him): 

We said, "O Allah f s Apostle! (We know) this 
greeting (to you) but how shall we invoke Allah's 
blessings upon you?" He said, "Say: O Allah! Confer 
Thy greetings upon Hazrat Muhammad (peace and 
blessings of Allah, the Exalted be upon him) who is 
Thy servant and Your Messenger, just as you 
conferred Thy greetings on Hazrat Abraham (peace 
be upon him). And send Thy blessings on Hazrat 
Muhammad (peace and blessings of Allah, the Exalted 
be upon him) and upon the family of Hazrat 
Muhammad (peace and blessings of Allah, the Exalted 
be upon him), just as You sent Thy blessings upon 
Hazrat Abraham (peace be upon him) the family of 
Hazrat Abraham (peace be upon him). " 

Hazrat Imam Ahmad (may Allah, the Exalted 
be pleased with him) recorded that Hazrat Ibn Abi 
Lay la (may Allah, the Exalted be pleased with him) 
said that Hazrat Ka^b bin ^Ujrah (may Allah, the 
Exalted be pleased with him) met him and said, 
"Shall I not give you a gift, The Messenger of Allah 
(peace and blessings of Allah, the Exalted be upon 
him) came out to us and we said, Messenger of 
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Allah! We knoiv how to greet you, but how can we 
send Allah's Blessings upon you?V 
He (peace and blessings of Allah, the Exalted be upon 
him) said:

"O Allah, Confer Thy Blessings upon Hazrat 
Muhammad (peace and blessings of Allah, the Exalted 
be upon him) and upon the family of Hazrat 
Muhammad (peace and blessings of Allah, the Exalted 
be upon him), as You conferred Thy Blessings upon 
the family of Hazrat Abraham (peace be upon him), 
verily You are the Most Praiseworthy, Most Glorious. 
O Allah, Confer Thy blessings upon Hazrat 
Muhammad (peace and blessings of Allah, the Exalted 
be upon him) and upon the family of Hazrat 
Muhammad (peace and blessings of Allah, the Exalted 
be upon him), as You conferred Thy blessings upon 
the family of Hazrat Ibrahim (peace be upon him), 
verily You are Most Praiseworthy, Most Glorious. " 
Narrated by Hazrat Abu Humayd As-Saidi (may

The companions asked, "O Messenger of Allah! 
How shall we (ask Allah to) send blessings upon 
you?" The Messenger of Allah (peace and blessings of

Hazrat Abu Mas ^udAl-Ansari (may Allah, the Exalted 
be pleased with him) relates: (Once) we, were sitting 
with Hazrat Sad bin Ubadah (may Allah, the Exalted 
be pleased with him) when the Noble Prophet (peace 
and blessings of Allah, the Exalted be upon him) came 
to us. Hazrat Bashir Ibn Sad (may Allah, the Exalted 
be pleased with him) asked the Messenger of Allah 
(peace and blessings of Allah, the Exalted be upon 
him): O Messenger of Allah (peace and blessings of 
Allah, the Exalted be upon him), we have been 
commanded by Allah, the Exalted to invoke blessings 
upon you by reciting Salat, then how shall we do 
this? The Noble Prophet (peace and blessings of Allah, 
the Exalted be upon him) kept quite for sometime, so 
much so that we wished that Bashar bin Sad had not 
asked the question from the Holy Prophet (peace and 
blessings of Allah, the Exalted be upon him). After 
some time the Holy Prophet said these words: 
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O Allah! Confer Thy blessings upon Hazrat 
Muhammad (peace and blessings of Allah, the Exalted 
be upon him) and upon the Family of Hazrat 
Muhammad (peace and blessings of Allah, the Exalted 
be upon him) as Thou didst confer Thy blessings on 
Hazrat Abraham (peace be upon him), and bless 
Hazrat Muhammad (peace and blessings of Allah, the 
Exalted be upon him) and the family of Hazrat 
Muhammad (peace and blessings of Allah, the Exalted 
be upon him) as Thou didst bless Hazrat Abraham 
(peace be upon him) in all the worlds. Indeed Thou 
art the praiseworthy, the Glorious. Continuing, the 
Noble Messenger (peace and blessings of Allah, the 
Exalted be upon him) said: and the salutation is 
already known to you. 

Hazrat Ibn Abbas (may Allah, the Exalted be 
pleased with him) narrated, when we listened this 
verse of the Quran, we requested the Messenger of 
Allah (peace and blessings of Allah, the Exalted be 
upon him), (We know) this greeting (to you) but how 
shall we invoke Allah's blessings upon you?" Please 
teach us how to invoke blessings upon you. He (peace 
and blessings of Allah, the supreme said, say, 

O Allah! Confer Thy blessings upon Hazrat 
Muhammad (peace and blessings of Allah, the Exalted 
be upon him) and upon the Family of Hazrat 
Muhammad (peace and blessings of Allah, the Exalted 
be upon him) as Thou didst confer Thy blessings upon 
Hazrat Abraham (peace be upon him) and the family 
of Hazrat Abraham. Indeed Thou art the 
praiseworthy, the Glorious. Continuing, and bless 
Hazrat Muhammad (peace and blessings of Allah, the 
Exalted be upon him) and the family of Hazrat 
Muhammad (peace and blessings of Allah, the Exalted 
be upon him) as Thou didst bless Hazrat Abraham 
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(peace be upon him) and the family of Hazrat 
Abraham. Indeed Thou art the praiseworthy, the 
Glorious. 

Thus we come to know through these Ahadith 
quoted above that the Noble Messenger of Allah 
(peace and blessings of Allah, the Exalted be upon 
him) himself taught his followers, how to invoke 
Allah's blessings upon him. It is our obligatory duty 
to invoke Allah's blessings upon him. We should never 
forget to greet him and invoke blessings upon him. If 
we have a burning desire to be interceded by him on 
the Day of Resurrection, then we must be punctual 
and constant in sending blessings of Allah, the 
Supreme upon him. 
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Invocation of Blessings upon the 
Most Glorious Messenger of Allah 

(Peace and blessings of Allah, the Exalted be upon him) 

In the Light ofAhadith 

Allah, the Exalted commanded us to invoke blessings 
and sending salutations upon the most beloved and 
noble Messenger of Allah (peace and blessings of 
Allah, the Supreme be upon him) in the Holy Quran. 
Let us see how the Apostle of Allah (Peace and 
blessings of Allah, the Exalted be upon him) taught 
his Companions (may Allah, the Exalted be pleased 
with him) to greet him and invoke Allah's blessings 
upon him. 

Hadith-e-Nabvi j0± 1 

The Last Messenger of Allah, Hazrat Muhammad 
(Peace and Blessings of Allah, the Exalted be upon him) once 
proceeded alone towards an open field. When Hazrat Umar 
(may Allah be pleased with him) saw that he (The Holy 
Prophet Hazrat Muhammad (Peace and Blessings of Allah, 
the Exalted be upon him) was alone, he became worried and 
followed him with a container of water. As he drew near to 
the noble Prophet Hazrat Muhammad (Peace and Blessings 
of Allah, the Exalted be upon him), he saw that The Last 
Prophet Hazrat Muhammad (Peace and Blessings of Allah, 
the Exalted be upon him) was in Prostration (Sajdah) so he 
moved and sat at one side. When The Noble Prophet Hazrat 
Muhammad (Peace and Blessings of Allah, the Exalted be 
upon him) had completed his Prostration, he remarked, "O 
Umar! You have done well by moving away when you saw me 
in prostration. Hazrat Jibra'el Ameen (peace be upon him) 
has brought a message from Almighty Allah saying that any 
person among my Ummah (followers) who invokes a single 
salutation upon me, then Almighty Allah will bless him ten 
times and will also increase him in ranks". 
(By Imam Bukhari (may Allah, the Exalted be pleased with 
him) in his book, "Adaab-ul-Mufrad". 

Hadith-e-Nabvi 2 

Hazrat Abdullah ibn Mas'ud (may Allah be pleased 
with him) narrates that The Noble Messenger of Allah Hazrat 
Muhammad (Peace and Blessings of Allah, the Exalted be 
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upon him) said/' The one who will he nearest me on the Day 
of Resurrection will be the one who invoked most blessings 
upon me. ". (Tirmidhi: KanzulAmaal) 

Hadith-e-Nabvi (0} .3 

It is reported that once The Besst of Creation, Hazrat 
Muhammad (Peace and Blessings of Allah, the Exalted be 
upon him) was sitting in the Masjid (A place where the 
Muslims daily offer five times prayers together) when a 
person entered to perform his prayer. After the prayer, the 
person supplicated to Almighty Allah in the following 
manner, "O Allah! Please forgive me and have mercy upon 
me". On hearing this, the most beloved and glorious 
Messenger of Allah Hazrat Muhammad (Peace and Blessings 
of Allah, the Exalted be upon him) stated, "O Reciter of the 
prayer! You have been extremely hasty. Whenever you 
complete your prayer, first of all you must praise Almighty 
Allah according to His Magnificence and then invoke 
blessings upon me. Only then should you beg Almighty Allah 
for what you desire". Soon after this another person entered 
the masjid. When that person completed his prayer he began 
to praise Almighty Allah and then invoked blessings upon the 
most magnificent Prophet (Peace and Blessings of Allah, the 
Exalted be upon him). Seeing this, The Noble Messenger of 
Allah (Peace and Blessings of Allah, the Exalted be upon him) 
said to the person, "O Reciter of the Prayer, ask, for certainly 
your supplication will be answered". (Tirmidhi) 

Hadith-e-Nabvi (0). a 

Hazrat Abdullah ibn Mas'ud (may Allah be pleased 
with him) narrates, "I offered my prayer in the masjid when 
The most beloved and noble Prophet Hazrat Muhammad 
(Peace and Blessings of Allah, the Exalted be upon him), 
Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (may Allah be pleased with him) 
and Hazrat Umar (mayAllah be pleased with him) were also 
present on this occasion. When I had completed my prayer, I 
began to praise Almighty Allah. Thereafter, I began to invoke 
blessings upon the most glorious and noble Prophet (Peace 
and Blessings of Allah, the Exalted be upon him).

To love and respect his family is also obligatory 
upon all the Muslims.

Your lofty station such that if one does not invoke 
blessings upon you (while offering one's prayers) 
one's prayer will be of no avail.

of no avail (i.e. his prayer will not be accepted). 

Invoking Blessings on other than the Noble 

Prophet of Allah (peace and blessings of Allah, the Exalted be 

upon him) 

Many Islamic scholars are of the opinion 
that it is permitted to ask for prayers upon people 
other than prophets. But Hazrat Ibn Abbas (may 
Allah, the Exalted be pleased with him) says that it is 
not permissible. 
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Etiquettes of writing the Name of our 

beloved Prophet (peace and blessings of Allah, the Exalted 

be upon him) 

It is blunder and disrespect and thoroughly 
inappropriate attitude to use abbreviation while 
writing exaltation of our beloved Prophet Hazrat 
Muhammad (peace and blessings of Allah, the Exalted 
be upon him). We should never use the Abbreviation 
i.e. SAW, PBUH, AS (May Allah save us from His 
great anger) instead of writing the complete 
exaltation of the Prophet (peace and blessings of 
Allah, the Exalted be upon him). Abbreviating the 
Salutation with Suad (o*) 9 SaVam and etc. is 

strictly forbidden. Some people, in place of ^ 
fJ**j (peace and blessings of Allah, the Exalted be upon 
him), write SaVam 0*H) or just (o*) to save a drop of 
Ink, fraction of paper or a second of time. These 
people are actually depriving themselves in reaping 
great excellence and reward that they may get easily. 

The ancient and contemporary Islamic scholars 
(may Allah, the Exalted have mercy upon them) 
stated the etiquettes of writing and clarified that one 
should write the exaltation of the Prophet " 
whenever and wherever his name is 
mentioned. 

Imam Abu Zakaria Mohiuddin Yahya Ibn Sharaf 
al-Nawawi (631-676 A.H. / 1234-1278 CE) (may 
Allah, the Exalted have mercy upon him) relates in his 
introduction to the commentary ofSahih Muslim, "It 

is praiseworthy for a per son writing Hadith that at 

the mentioning of the Messenger of Allah (peace and 
blessings of Allah, the Exalted be upon him), he writes 
"fdutj ^Jc mi/ £,1*3" in full and not merely using 
abbreviations, and neither sufficing on one of the 
two, i.e. Salat and Salam." (Sharh Sahih Muslim, Vol. 
1, Page 39) 

Allama Ibn As-Salaah (may Allah, the Exalted 
have mercy upon him) wrote in his book "Al- 
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Muqaddimah" "One should keep on writing the words 
of exaltation on the Prophet (peace and blessings of 
Allah, the Exalted be upon him) and should not get 
tired of repeating them whenever his name is 
mentioned. Whoever neglects to mention the 
exaltations on the Prophet (peace and blessings of 
Allah, the Exalted be upon him) when his name is 
mentioned, he fails to achieve huge benefits. "Our 
Islamic scholars (may Allah, the Exalted have mercy 
upon them) disliked writing the initials for the 
expression of exaltation instead of writing the 
expression in full, like writing ^ ^ (for 

peace and blessings of Allah, the Exalted be upon 
him), so what about not writing the exaltation at all. 
We should not neglect our duty in writing the 
exaltations of the Prophet (peace and blessings of 
Allah, the Exalted be upon him) whenever his sacred 
name is mentioned; even in research work, the 
exaltations still have to be written. However, it 
should be noted that writing the exaltations of the 

Prophet $1 when mentioning his sacred name is not 
an obligation but it is desirable to do so. We must do 
this as we know this Hadith, the most glorious 
Messenger of Allah (peace and blessings of Allah, the 
Exalted be upon him) said, "For whosoever asks for 
blessings upon me in a Book, the angels praise him 
for as long as my name is in that Book. " (Narrated by 
al-Tabrani in his al-Awsat) 

It is mentioned in another Hadith, "If a person 
quotes something from me (the name of the Prophet, 
peace and blessings of Allah, the Exalted be upon 
him) in the book and writes the benediction (invokes 
blessings in written) within it, will get a reward as 
long as that book will be read."(Sa f adat-al-Darayn 
Page 83) 

Hazrat Abu Tahir (may Allah, the Exalted 
have mercy upon him) says, "It was my habit that I 
did not use to write the sacred words of the 
benediction (salat and salaam) after the auspicious 
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name of the most glorious Messenger of Allah (peace 
and blessings of Allah, the Exalted be upon him). I 
had the Countenance of the Holy Prophet (peace and 
blessings of Allah, the Exalted be upon him) in my 
dream, I turned my face towards him and offered my 
greetings. But, the Messenger of Allah (peace and 
blessings of Allah, the Exalted be upon him) turned 
his face away from me. I went around the other side, 
but he (peace and blessings of Allah, the Exalted be 
upon him) turned his face away once again. I faced 
the Prophet (peace and blessings of Allah, the Exalted 
be upon him) the third time and submitted, "O 
Messenger of Allah (peace and blessings of Allah, the 
Exalted be upon him), why do you turned your face 
away from me? The most beloved and glorious 
Messenger of Allah (peace and blessings of Allah, the 
Exalted be upon him) replied, "It is because when you 
mention my name, you never write the blessings 
(Salat and salaam) in my favour." Hazrat Abu Tahir 
(may Allah, the Exalted have mercy upon him) says, 
'After this event I have made it a regular practice of 
mine to write lj& f^j 4flj & "after the 
Prophet's (peace and blessings of Allah, the Exalted 
be upon him) respectable name". 

Imam Jalaluddin Al-Suyuti (c. 1445-1505 AD) 
(may Allah, the Exalted be pleased with him) said, 
"The person who first introduced the practice of using 
abbreviation for benediction (salaat) had his hands 
cut off" 

There was a person in Basra who used to write 
down the sacred Hadiths of the most glorious 
Messenger of Allah (peace and blessings of Allah, the 
Exalted be upon him) and in order to save paper, 
intentionally left out writing down the sacred words 
of the blessings (salat and salaam) after the name of 
the best of Creation, Hazrat Muhammad (peace and 
blessings of Allah, the Exalted be upon him). His right 
hand got a disease of "Aqila ". His hand got mortified 
and as a result of this, he died." 
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Hazrat Hassan ibn Musa Al- Hazarmi, also knoivn 
as Ibn Ujainah (may Allah, the Exalted have mercy 
upon him), says: "I used to copy down the Hadith. 
Sometimes in a hurry, I omitted "f^j <Mj " 
with the Name of the Beloved Messenger of Allah 
(peace and blessings of Allah, the Exalted be upon 
him J . Once I dreamt of the Beloved Prophet (peace 
and blessings of Allah, the Exalted be upon him) who 
said, "Why do you not write "^j cr La ,f with my 

name as Abu Amr Tibri writes?" "After getting up I 
felt much embarrassment and decided immediately to 
write" joJLu/g c uLc qJUl ^jJLa in future with each and 
every mention of the Beloved Prophet's Name (peace 
and blessings of Allah, the Exalted be upon him) in the 
Hadith. " 

Allama Tahtawi (may Allah, the Exalted be 
pleased with him), making a marginal note in "Durr- 
e-Mukhtar" relates and this quotation is also found in 
"Fatawa Tatar Khaniah" "A person who writes such 
abbreviation with the name of any Prophet 
(intentionally to show disrespect towards any 
prophet), become a Kafir (infidel)." (Hashiyat al- 
Tahtawi, Dor al-Ma f rifah (Berut - Lebanon), Vol. 1, 
Page 6) 

A wise person cannot lose this reward merely by 
negligence. 

Imam Nawawi (may Allah, the Exalted be 
pleased with him), in his commentary of "Muslim 
Sharif states, "One who indulges in this act is 
stripped from a very great benefit and has lost a great 
reward." One of the Maaliki books states, "It is 
desirable to exalt the Prophet (peace and blessings of 
Allah, the Exalted be upon him) in many places, like 
when hearing or writing his name. Among other 
places, on which the entire Muslim nation agreed and 
did not deny, is mentioning his exaltations when 
writing letters. " 
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Allama Tahtawi (May Allah, the Exalted have 
mercy upon him) states. "It is not lawful (Makrooh) to 
abbreviate when writing. Write it in full. " [Hashiyat 
al-Tahtawi, Dor al-Ma f rifah (Berut - Lebanon), Vol. 1, 
Page 6) 

May Allah, the Exalted guide us all to be 
respectful towards the Best of Creation and the most 
Chosen, beloved Messenger of Allah (peace and 
blessings of Allah, the Exalted be upon him) in each 
and every aspect of life. 
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Acceptance of Supplication 

The Last Messenger of Allah (peace and 
blessings of Allah, the Exalted be upon him) said, 
"When one of you supplicates, he should begin by 
praising Allah and then say the prayer upon His 
Prophet, thereafter he can supplicate for whatever he 
wishes. " 

The Most Noble and beloved Prophet Hazrat 
Muhammad (peace and blessings of Allah, the Exalted 
be upon him) said, "The supplication between the two 
prayers is not rejected. " 

The Leader of Prophets, the seal of the Messengers 
Hazrat Muhammad (peace and blessings of Allah, the 
Exalted be upon him) said: 

A supplication remains suspended between 
heaven and earth and does not ascend any further 
until a person invokes Allah's blessings upon me. Do 
not treat me like a spare water container; invoke 
Allah's blessings upon me at the beginning of your 
supplication, at the end and in the middle. 




Hazrat Omar (may Allah, the Exalted be pleased with 
him) said, "The supplication and prayer are suspended 
between the heaven and the earth. None of it rises to Allah, 
the Exalted until you say the prayer on the Prophet (peace 
and blessings of Allah, the Exalted be upon him. " 




Hazrat Ali (may Allah, the Exalted be pleased 
with him) said, "The supplication and prayer are 
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suspended between the heaven and the earth. None of 
it rises to Allah, the Exalted until you say the prayer 
on the Prophet (peace and blessings of Allah, the 
Exalted be upon him. " 

Dear brothers and sisters keep it in your mind 
that the supplication is veiled until the suppliant 
offers the prayer on the Noble Messenger of Allah 
(peace and blessings of Allah, the Exalted be upon 
him). 

Hazrat Ibn Mas^ud (may Allah, the Exalted 
be pleased with him) said, "If any of you wishes to ask 
Allah, the Supreme for something, he should first 
begin by praising and exalting Him in the way He 
(the Exalted and High) is deserving, then he should 
ask for Allah's blessings upon the Noble Prophet 
(peace and blessings of Allah, the Exalted be upon 
him). It is then that the supplication is most likely to 
be answered. " 

Hazrat Ibn Ata (may Allah, the Exalted have 
mercy upon him said, "The supplication has pillars, 
wings, means and moments. When its pillars are 
strong it is acceptable. If its wings are acceptable, it 
flies. If its moments are accepted, it is given success. 
If its means are acceptable, it wins. Its pillars are the 
presence of the heart (of the supplicant), mercy and 
humility and the heart's suspension before Allah and 
severance from the reliance on means. Its wings are 
truthfulness and sincerity (of the supplicant). It 
moments are before Dawn. Its means are the prayer 
on the Most Noble Prophet (peace and blessings of 
Allah, the Supreme be upon him). " 

On the authority of Hazrat Ana's (may 
Allah, the exalted be pleased with him) who narrates, 
"Every supplication is suspended until the praising of 
the Noble Prophet (peace and blessings of Allah, the 
Exalted be upon him".

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When and where ive should invoke 
Blessings upon the Most Glorious 

Messenger of Allah (peace and blessings of Allah, the 

Exalted be upon him) 
There is no binding of time and place upon us to invoke 
blessings upon the most beloved and blessed Messenger of 
Allah (peace and blessings of Allah, the Exalted be upon him). 
We have to be careful in certain things that our body and 
clothes should be neat and clean and there should be no bad 
smell or hideous environment. We should not invoke 
blessings on certain places such as bath-room or noisy places 
of clubs etc. Islamic Scholars have discussed such things in 
detail to guide their Muslim brothers and sisters so that they 
may reap all the benefit to its full extent. 

About the act of invocation of blessings upon the most noble 
and glorious Messenger of Allah (peace and blessings of 
Allah, the Exalted be upon him), Imam al-Haskafi (may 
Allah, the Exalted have mercy upon him) mentions, "It is 
recommended in all times, when possible. " 
Hazrat Ibn 'Abideen (May Allah, the Exalted have mercy 
upon him) states, "The scholars have specifically mentioned a 
number of places when it is recommended. 

1. On Fridays during the day and the night before, in the 
morning and evening, as it is mentioned in Abu Dawood, 
""From among the most excellent of your days is Friday. On 
it Adam was created, and on it his soul was taken, on it will 
be the blowing of the horn, and on it the tremendous cry will 
occur; so invoke more blessings upon me on it, since your 
blessings will be presented to me" 

2. While entering the Masjid and upon exiting, 

3. When visiting the blessed grave of the Best of Creation 
(peace and blessings of Allah, the Exalted be upon him) 

4. When at the mounts ofSafa and Marwa, 

5. During the Friday sermon and other sermons [f: the Orator 
(khatib); as for those listening, they do not do so with their 
tongues, but within their hearts themselves], 

6. After replying to the call of prayer (Adhaan), it is 
mentioned in Sahih Muslim 1:747 

"Abdullah ibn Amr ibn al-As May Allah, the Exalted be 
pleased with them) reported Allah's Messenger (peace and 
blessings of Allah, the Exalted be upon him) as saying; " 
When you hear the Mu'adhdhin (the person who calls for 
prayer), repeat what he says, then invoke a blessing upon

7. The act of Invocation of Allah's blessings upon the 
Noble Messenger of Allah (peace and blessings of 
Allah, the Exalted be upon him) lifts us to a higher 
strata of spirituality. 

8. One carat of reward which equals the Uhad 
mountain in weight is credited in our good deeds 
when we invoke Allah's blessings upon the Last 
Apostle of Allah, the Exalted (peace and blessings be 
upon him). 

9. We are granted the best rewards in large quantities 
by Allah, the Supreme. 

10. Allah, the Knower of all things and deeds, assumes 
all responsibilities, in this world and the hereafter, of 
us if we are punctual in invoking Allah's blessings 
and favours upon the Holy Prophet Hazrat 
Muhammad (peace and blessings of Allah, the Exalted 
be upon him). 
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11. The reward of invocation of Allah's blessings and 
favours upon the Noble Messenger (peace be upon 
him) is greater than that of freeing slaves. 

12. If we are regular in invoking peace, blessings and 
favours upon our beloved Prophet Hazrat 
Muhammad (peace and blessings of Allah, the Exalted 
be upon him), then we are absolved from all our 
worries and fears. 

13. Hazrat Muhammad, Allah's Apostle (May Allah 
bless him and grant him peace) will himself bear 
testimony to our faith on the Day of Judgment. 

14. Intercession by the Holy Prophet, the Last 
Messenger of Allah (peace and blessings of Allah, the 
Supreme be upon him) becomes incumbent for us if 
we are constant in the act of invocation Allah's 
blessings upon him. 

15. we become entitled to Allah 9 Mercy and Blessings. 

16. We get immunity from the Wrath of Allah, the 
Exalted. 

17. It is branded on our foreheads that we are free 
from hypocrisy if we are regular in invoking Allah's 
blessings upon the Last Messenger of Allah, the 
Exalted gpeace and blessings of Allah, the Great be 
upon him). 

18. We will be saved and free from Hell Insha'Allah. 

19. If we happily invoke Allah's favours and blessings 
upon Allah's Apostle (peace and blessings of Allah, 
the Creator be upon him), we will be granted a place 
under the shade of Allah's Throne on the Day of 
Resurrection Insha'Allah. 

20. When we invoke Allah's favours and blessings 
upon Allah's Apostle (peace and blessings of Allah, 
the Supreme be upon him), our virtues will be heavy 
in weight, and bear due credit, on the Scale on the 
Day of Judgment.

47. Throes of death will eased upon us if we do not 
forget our obligatory duty to invoke blessings and 
favours upon the Holy Prophet (peace and blessings 
of Allah, the Exalted be upon him) according to the 
Command of Almighty Allah. 

48. All those meetings and gathering are surrounded 
by the Angels of Mercy wherever the people send 
salutations and blessings upon the Holy Prophet 
(peace and blessings of Allah, the Exalted be upon 
him). 

49. It enhances our love for The Holy Prophet (peace 
and blessings of Allah, the Exalted be upon him). 

50. The Holy Prophet (peace and blessings of Allah, 
the Exalted be upon him) showers his love to those 
who are constant in invoking Allah's blessings upon 
him. 

51. On the Day of Resurrection, the most beloved and 
noble Prophet (peace and blessings of Allah, the 
Exalted be upon him) will shake hands with all of 
them who never fail in sending Allah's favours and 
blessings upon him. 

52. Angels love those people who are constant in 
sending salute to the most glorious Prophet (peace 
and blessings of Allah, the Exalted be upon him). 

53. Angels inscribe all those Allah's blessings invoked 
by the people on silvery leaves with golden pens. 

54. Angels present all Allah's blessings favours and 
peaces invoked by anyone of us and submit thus: (( 
Messenger of Allah (peace and blessings of Allah, the 
Exalted upon him)! Such and such person son of such 
and such person has sent this present of Allah's 
blessings to be submitted in your Court." 

55* If perchance someone (who is constant in 
invoking Allah's blessings upon the Holy Prophet, 
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May Allah bless him and grant him peace) commits 
some sin, the angels do not record it for three days. 

56. Such a house is never assailed by evil forces in 
which people regularly invoke Allah's blessings and 
favours upon the Holy Prophet (peace and blessings 
of Allah, the Exalted be upon him).

Invocation of Allah's favours and blessings upon 
the Last Messenger of Allah (peace and blessings of 
Allah, the Great be upon him) is a Divine gift for us. 
We can send salute upon our beloved Prophet (May 
Allah bless him and grant him peace) day and night. 
How should we Invoke Allah's Blessings upon Allah's 
Apostle (peace and blessings of Allah, the Exalted be 
upon him)? There are certain points must be taken 
into account while invoking Allah's peace and 
blessings upon the Last Messenger of Allah, the 
Supreme (peace and blessings of Allah, the Exalted be 
upon him):- 

1. It should be invoked with utmost humility and 
respect. 

2. Our clothes must be clean and free from any kind of 
impurity. 

3. The place where we are sitting to invoke Allah's 
blessings upon the Holy Prophet (peace and blessings 
of Allah, the Exalted be upon him) must be neat and 
clean. There should be no bad smell or garbage. 

4. It is more superior to be in a state of ablution while 
invoke Allah's blessings upon the Noble Messenger of 
Allah (peace and blessings of Allah, the Exalted be 
upon him). 

5. It is better to sit in such a proper position as we sit 
in prayer. 

6. We should use some kind of perfume (free from 
Alcohol) to beautify the place. 

7. We should try to have untainted attention and 
concentration while offering invocation. 

8. We should try to understand the meaning of 
invocation what we are asking Allah, the Exalted. 

9. We should never be involved in worldly talks while 
invoking Allah's blessings upon our beloved Prophet 
(peace and blessings of Allah, the Exalted be upon 
him).

10. We should try our level best to follow the 
teachings of the most noble Prophet (peace and 
blessings of Allah, the Exalted be upon him). 

11. While invoking Allah's blessings upon our beloved 
Prophet (peace and blessings of Allah, the Exalted be 
upon him), we should imagine that we are sitting in 
the august presence of the Holy Prophet (peace and 
blessings of Allah, the Exalted be upon him). Utmost 
respect and reverence should be displayed. 

12. Whenever we utter the sacred name of the most 
magnificent Messenger of Allah (peace and blessings 
of Allah, the Exalted be upon him), we must use 
beautiful titles of respect and reverence. 

13. We should never invoke Allah's blessings not if are 
in the bathroom /toilet. 

14. We should never invoke Allah's blessings while 
informing the audience about the arrival of some 
distinguished man. 

15. We should never invoke Allah's blessings if we are 
having intercourse. 

16. We should never invoke Allah's blessings while 
slaughtering cattle. 

17. We should never invoke Allah's blessings while 
showing goods to someone for trade. 

18. We should never invoke Allah's blessings at the 
time of wonder. 

19. We should never invoke Allah's blessings if we are 
busy in worldly conversation and jokes. 

20. We should never invoke Allah's blessings when 
are at some filthy or dirty place. 

21. We should clean our teeth and mouth before 
invoking Allah's blessings upon the most glorious and 
beloved Prophet (peace and blessings of Allah, the 
Almighty be upon him). 
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Invocation of Allah's Blessings upon the 

most Glorious Prophet (peace and blessings of 

Allah, the Exalted be upon him) on Friday 
The most important and the most blessed day of 
the week is Friday. The most important practice to act 
upon this day is to invoke Allah's peace, favours and 
blessings upon the most beloved and noble Messenger 
of Allah (peace and blessings of Allah, the Exalted be 
upon him). It is related in Bulugh al-Masarrat that 
Hafiz Ibn Qayyim (may Allah, the Exalted have mercy 
on him) said, "The virtue of conferring blessings on 
Friday is because Friday is the leader of all days and 
the Last Messenger of Allah (peace and blessings of 
Allah, the Exalted be upon him) is the leader of all the 
Prophets (peace and blessings of Allah, the Exalted be 
upon them). Thus, Friday has a strong bond with 
conferring blessings upon the Noble Prophet (peace 
and blessings of Allah, the Exalted be upon him) 
which no day other has." 

Here are some Ahadith regarding this day and 
its blessings. 
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HazratAbu Darda (May Allah be pleased with him) 
narrates that The Noble Prophet Hazrat Muhammad 
(Peace and Blessings of Allah, the Exalted be upon 
him) said, "Confer blessings upon me abundantly on 
Friday, for it is a day in which the angels are present. 
Nobody confers blessings upon me except that his 
blessings are presented to me as soon as he has 
conferred them. "Hazrat Abu Darda (May Allah be 
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pleased with him) asked, "O Messenger of Allah, will 
this happen after you have passed away too?"The 
Noble Messenger of Allah Hazrat Muhammad (Peace 
and Blessings of Allah, the Exalted he upon him) 
replied, "Verily, Allah has forbidden the earth from 
decomposing the bodies of the Prophets, " In another 
narration, there is an addition of the wording, "The 
Prophet of Allah is alive and granted sustenance, " 
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Hazrat Aws bin Aws (May Allah be pleased with him) 
narrated, the most glorious and Noble Prophet 
Hazrat Muhammad (Peace and Blessings of Allah, the 
Exalted be upon him) said, "The best amongst your 
days is Friday, On this day Adam (peace be upon him) 
was born and on this day he passed away. It is on this 
day that both the first blowing and the second 
blowing of the Trumpet will take place. Thus, invoke 
blessings upon me abundantly on this day, for your 
blessings are presented to me," The Companions of 
the Holy Prophet Hazrat Muhammad (Peace and 
Blessings of Allah be upon him) asked, "How will our 
blessings be presented to you when you will have 
become decomposed by then?"The Noble Prophet 
Hazrat Muhammad (Peace and Blessings of Allah, the 
Exalted be upon him) said, "Allah has forbidden the 
earth from decomposing the bodies of the Prophets 
(blessings and salutations be upon them)," 

Hazrat Ibn Umar (may Allah, the Exalted be 
pleased with him) said," Increase your invocation of 
Allah's Blessings upon the mot beloved Prophet 
(peace and blessings of Allah, the Supreme be upon 
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him) on Friday as it is presented every Friday in the 
court of the Noble Prophet (peace and blessings of 
Allah, the Exalted be upon him). 
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HazratAH (may Allah, the Exalted be pleased with 
him) reported, the Last Messenger of Allah (peace and 
blessings of Allah, the Supreme be upon him) said, 
"Allah, the Exalted created Angels from Light (Nur); 
these angels descend on the world on the days and 
nights of Friday. They hold golden pens, inkpot of 
silver and pages of Nur, they record the names of 
those who invokes Allah's blessings upon the Noble 
Prophet (peace and blessings of Allah, the Exalted be 
upon him)". 

Hazrat Ayesha Saddiqa (may Allah, the Exalted 
be pleased with her) reported, the Messenger of Allah, 
(peace and blessings of Allah, the Supreme be upon 
him) said, "He who will invoke Allah's blessings upon 
me in abundance on Friday, will be bestowed with my 
intercession on the Day of Judgment. " 

Hazrat Ibn Abbas (may Allah, the Exalted be 
pleased with him) reported, the Messenger of Allah 
(peace and blessings of Allah, the Exalted be upon 
him) said, "Invoke Allah's blessings upon your 
Prophet (peace and blessings of Allah, the Exalted be 
upon him) abundantly in the night and day of 
Friday." 

Hazrat Abu Hurayrah (may Allah, the Exalted be 
pleased with him) reported, the Messenger of Allah 
(peace and blessings of Allah, the Exalted be upon 
him) said "When Thursday arrives, Almighty Allah 
sends the Angels who possess silvery tablets and 
golden pens. They record (upon the tablets, the names 
of those) who invokes Allah's Blessings upon the most 
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noble Prophet (peace and blessings of Allah, the 
Exalted be upon him) in abundance on the nights of 
Thursday and Friday". 

Hazrat Ali (May Allah be Pleased him) narrated 
that The Last Messenger Hazrat Muhammad (Peace 
and Blessings of Allah, the Exalted be upon him) said, 
"Whoever confers one hundred blessings upon me on 
Friday will be accompanied by such light on the Day 
of Judgment that it would suffice the whole creation 
,were it to be distributed amongst them. " 

Daruqutni (May Allah have mercy upon him) 
has narrated a Hadith that The Holy Prophet Hazrat 
Muhammad (Peace and Blessings of Allah be upon 
him) said, "Whoever confers blessings upon me 
eighty times on Friday, eighty years of his sins will be 
forgiven." A person asked, "O Messenger of Allah, the 
Exalted, how should we confer blessings?"The Last 
Messenger of Allah (Peace and Blessings of Allah, the 

Exalted be upon him) replied, say, 

O Allah! Confer Thy blessings upon Hazrat 

Muhammad (Peace and blessings of Allah, the 

Exalted be upon him), Your servant, Your prophet 

and Your Messenger, the Ummyi Prophet (who was 

not taught by any one but Allah). 

Hazrat Imam Jafer Sadiq (may Allah, the Exalted 

have mercy upon him) said, "On Thursday at the time 

of Asr prayer, Almighty Allah orders the Angels to 

descend on the earth. They possess golden pens and 

silvery pages. They remain on the earth till the sunset 

of Friday and record the names of all those who 

invokes Allah's blessings and favours upon the Noble 

Prophet (peace and blessings of Allah, the Exalted be 

upon him) since Friday Night till the sunset of Friday

Someone saw Hazrat Imam Shaft (may Allah, the 
Exalted have mercy upon him) in a dream after his 
demise and asked him how he was forgiven. Imam 
Shafi (May Allah, the Supreme have mercy upon him) 
replied, "I used to confer the following five blessings 
on the night of Friday. 

O Allah, confer blessings upon Hazrat 
Muhammad (Peace and blessings of Allah, the 
Exalted be upon him) as the number of people who 
confer blessings upon him. Confer as many blessings 
upon Hazrat Muhammad (Peace and blessings of 
Allah, the Exalted be upon him) as the number of 
people who fail to confer blessings upon him. Confer 
blessings upon Hazrat Muhammad (Peace and 
blessings of Allah, the Exalted be upon him) as You 
have ordained that blessings should be conferred 
upon him. Confer blessings upon Muhammad (peace 
and blessings of Allah, the Exalted be upon him) as 
You like that blessing should be conferred upon him. 
Confer blessings upon him as is the right of blessings 
to be conferred upon him. 

Ibn Abdullah Al-Makki (may Allah have 
mercy upon him) narrates that he listened from Abu 
Fad/ Qawmani (may Allah, the Exalted have mercy 
upon him) that a person came to him from Khurasan 
and said, "I was in Madina Munawwara. I saw 
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Hazrat Muhammad (Peace and blessings of Allah, the 
Exalted be upon him) in my dream and he said to me, 
„When you go to Hamdan, convey my salutations to 
Abu Fadl ibn Zayrak (i.e. Abu Fad/ Qawmani). I asked 
the reason for this. The most glorious Messenger of 
Allah (Peace and blessings of Allah, the Exalted be 
upon him) said, "He confers the following blessings 
upon me more than a hundred times daily." 




O Allah! Confer blessings upon our worthy lord 
Hazrat Muhammad (peace and blessings of Allah, the 
Exalted be upon him) the Ummyi Prophet (who was 
not taught by anyone but Allah) and upon the family 
of our worthy lord Hazrat Muhammad (peace and 
blessings of Allah, the Exalted be upon him).

Hazrat Abu Umama (may Allah, the Exalted be 
pleased with him) narrates that the Noble Prophet 
(peace and blessings of Allah, the Exalted be upon 
him) said, "Confer blessings upon me abundantly on 
Friday, for the blessings of my followers are 
presented to me every Friday, Whoever confers the 
most blessings upon me the most shall be the closest 
to me on the Day of Judgment. " 

Hazrat Abu Mas'ud Ansarl (may Allah, the 
Exalted be pleased with him) narrates that the Noble 
Messenger of Allah Hazrat Muhammad (peace and 
blessings of Allah, the Exalted be upon him) said, 
"Abundantly confer blessings upon me on Friday, for 
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when a person confers blessings upon me on Friday, 
they are presented to me immediately. " 

It is narrated on the authority ofHazrat Sahl 
bin Abdullah (may Allah, the Exalted be pleased with 
him) that whoever confers the following blessings 
eighty times after Asr Prayer on Friday will have 
eighty years of his sins forgiven. " 

O' Allah! Confer blessings upon Hazrat Muhammad 
(peace and blessings of Allah, the Exalted be 
upon him), the Ummyi Prophet (who was not taught 
by any human being but Allah, the Exalted), and upon 
his family and confer salutations. 

Hazrat Abu Hurayrah (may Allah, the 
Exalted be pleased with him) narrates that the 
Messenger of Allah (peace and blessings of Allah, the 
Exalted be upon him) said, "Conferring blessings 
upon me will be a light on the Bridge. Whoever 
confers blessings upon me eighty times on Friday, 
eighty years of his sins are forgiven. " 

The Last Messenger of Allah, Hazrat Muhammad 
(peace and blessings of Allah, the Exalted be upon 
him) said, "Increase your invocation of Allah's 
blessings upon me on the days and nights of Friday. I 
will be a witness and intercessor on the Day of 
Judgment for that person who does so". (JaamVus 
Sagheer) 

In a Hadith on the authority of Hazrat Abu 
Hurayrah (may Allah, the Exalted be pleased with 
him), it is narrated that whoever confers the 
following blessings eighty times before getting up 
from his place after Asr prayer on Friday, eighty 
years of his sins will be forgiven and he will be 
granted the reward of eighty years of worship: 
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O Allah! Confer Thy blessings upon our worthy lord 
Hazrat Muhammad (peace and blessings of Allah, the 
Exalted be upon him), the Ummyi Prophet (who was 
not taught by any human being but Allah, the 
Exalted), and upon his family and confer salutations. 

The Last Prophet of Allah, Hazrat Muhammad 
(peace and blessings of Allah, the Exalted be upon 
him) said, "On the Day of Resurrection, that person 
will be closest to me who used to invokes Allah's 
blessings upon me in abundance. The person who 
invokes Allah's blessing on Fridays, Almighty Allah 
fulfils a hundred needs of his, seventy needs of the 
Hereafter and thirty of this world. Almighty Allah 
also commands an Angel to present the blessings 
(offered by this man) to me as you would receive a 
present. These blessings offered by this man are then 
preserved in a white record". (Sadaat-al- Darayn) 

It has also been narrated on the authority of Hazrat 
Umar (may Allah, the Exalted be pleased with him) 
that the Noble Messenger of Allah (peace and 
blessings of Allah, the Supreme be upon him) said, 
"Confer blessings upon me abundantly on the 
luminous night and the luminous day (the night and 
day of Friday), for your blessings are presented to me 
and I supplicate and seek forgiveness on your behalf. " 

It has been narrated on the authority of Ibn 
Umer (may Allah, the Exalted be pleased with him), 
"On Friday invoke blessings upon your Prophet in 
abundance, as itprented every Friday." 

Hazrat Hassan Basri (may Allah, the Exalted 
have mercy on him), and others stated that the Noble 
Prophet (peace and blessings of Allah, the Exalted be 
upon him) said, "Confer blessings upon me 
abundantly on Friday. "

In Al-Qawl Al Badi with the reference of a 
Hadith, it is narrated that whoever confers the 
following blessings seven times for seven consecutive 
Fridays, the Noble Prophet's (peace and blessings of 
Allah, the Exalted be upon him) intercession will 
become incumbent upon him.

Intercession means to plead in favour of 
another, especially a prayer or petition to Allah, the 
Exalted on behalf of another. On the Day of Judgment 
when there will be severe calamities, everyone in 
unspeakable distress will be roaming here and there 
in the search of an intercessor. If we thoroughly 
study the sayings of our beloved the Last Messenger 
of Allah Hazrat Muhammad (Peace and blessings of 
Allah, the Exalted be upon him), we can imagine the 
scenario of the Day of Resurrection. The blazing sun 
will be at a very short distance over the heads; 
everyone will be thirsty and submerged in 
perspiration up to one's neck. 

Some people believe that the Noble Prophet 
(peace and blessings of Allah, the Exalted be upon 
him) does not have any kind of power to intercede the 
sinner on the Day of Resurrection. But all such people 
are mistaken in their belief. On the Day of Judgment 
first of all the Apostle of Allah, the Exalted (peace and 
blessings of Allah, the Exalted be upon him) will 
intercede the sinners. After him, the great Prophets 
(peace and blessings be upon them) and Saints (may 
Allah, the Exalted have mercy upon them) will 
intercede. 

We must believe that the Last and Noble 
Messenger of Allah (peace and blessings of Allah, the 
Exalted be upon him) is an Intercessor and there is no 
doubt that he will intercede the sinners on the Day of 
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Judgment by the permission of Allah, the Almighty. 
In the Holy Quran Allah, the Exalted says: "Who is he 
that would intercede with him except with His 
permission. He knows what is before them and what 
is behind them. " (3:1) 

The people asked the Last and Final Messenger 
of Allah (peace and blessings of Allah, the exalted be 
upon him), "What is the Maqam-e- Mahmoud (Place 
of Praise and the Most Glorious Station)?" He said,

Every lover yearns for the vision of the most 
beloved and glorious Messenger of Allah (peace and 
blessings of Allah, the Exalted be upon him). He is 
really a fortunate who gets this blessing merely by 
the grace of Allah, the Exalted because it cannot be 
acquired by dint of your own power rather it is 
granted to whom Allah, the Exalted loves. 

"This felicity cannot be earned through strength 
but only when Allah grants and bestows. " 
Million of million Muslims have devoted their lives to 
achieve this fortune. 

Hazrat Abu Hurayrah (may Allah, the Exalted be 
pleased with him) said that the Last Messenger of 
Allah (peace and blessings of Allah, the Exalted be 
upon him) said, "Those in my community with the 
strongest love for me are the people who will come 
after me.

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Allah, the Exalted be upon him) said, "whoever sends 
prayers of benediction upon the spirit (soul) of 
Hazrat Muhammad (peace and blessings of Allah, the 
Exalted be upon him) among the spirits (souls), and 
his body among the bodies, and his grave among the 
graves, then "he will see me in his sleep, and whoever 
sees me in his sleep, will see me in the Day of Rising; 
and whoever sees me (with this special vision) in the 
Day of Rising, I will intercede him, and for whomever 
I intercede, he will drink from my pool and Allah, the 
Exalted willforbid the Fire of Hell to touch his body." 

Here are details of thirty tried and true exercises and 
practices for seeing the most beloved and noble Prophet 
Hazrat Muhammad (peace and blessings of Allah, the Exalted 
be upon him) in a dream. These methods and practices have 
been abridged from the work of the early and later spiritual 
masters. It is a veritable treasury of Gnostic expressions of 
prophetic love and longing. Each supplication given below 
has been presented in its original Arabic form along with its 
translation.

Bless Hazrat 
Muhammad (peace and blessings of Allah, the Exalted 
be upon him) and the family of Hazrat Muhammad 
(peace and blessings of Allah, the Exalted be upon 
him) just as you blessed Hazrat Abraham (peace be 
upon him) and the family of Hazrat Abraham (peace 
be upon him). Indeed You are the Praiseworthy,

Second Method 
Hazrat Sheikh Abdul Hag Muhaddith (may Allah, 
the Exalted be pleased with him) writes whoever 
wishes to see the Messenger of Allah (peace and 
blessings of Allah, the Exalted be upon him), he 
should recite the following supplication seventy times 
at the time of sleep. It is hoped surely that he will 
have vision of Hazrat Muhammad (peace and 
blessings of Allah, the Exalted be upon him) by the 
grace of Allah, the Supreme.

In The Name of Allah Most Compassionate Ever Merciful. 

Praise be to Allah, who has graciously 
endowed us with faith. Allah's Blessing and peace be 
upon our worthy lord Hazrat Muhammad (peace and 
blessings of Allah, the Exalted be upon him) and upon 
his family and his Companions, at every moment and 
at all times. 

It is related that Hazrat Abdul Qadir Jailani 
(may Allah, the Exalted be pleased with him) said to 
his Muslim brethren, "Accept these invocations of 
blessings from me, for I received them by way of 
inspiration from Allah, the Supreme then I presented 
them to our worthy lord the Last Messenger of Allah 
(peace and blessings of Allah, the Exalted be upon 
him), I intended to ask him about special merit of 
these blessings, but he answered me before I 
requested him, and he said to me, 

These blessings have a special merit that is something 
too tremendous to be calculated. They raise those 
who adopt them to the highest degrees (of honour and 
respect), and cause them to reach the farthest goals. 
If someone craves to achieve some purpose by them, 
he will not be kept disappointed. His idea will not be 
frustrated, and his supplication will never be 
rejected. If someone recites them, even one time only, 
or carries them along with him, Allah, the Exalted 
will grant His forgiveness to him and to those who 
are with him in his company. 

When his final moment is at hand, four of the 
angels of mercy will be there beside him. The first one 
will keep Satan away from him. The second angel 
will inspire him to utter the witness of faith. The 
third one will quench his thirst with a cup from the 
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River of Abundance (al-Kawthar). The fourth angel 
will hold in his hand a vessel of gold, filled with the 
fruits of Paradise, giving him the glad tidings (good 
news) of a dwelling in the Garden of Paradise, and 
saying to him: Be of good cheer, O servant of Allah, 
the Exalted! So he will look at Him and see Him with 
his eye, before his spirit (soul) departs away from 
this world. He will enter his grave having a feeling of 
security and scfety, happy and cheerful, and he will 
not have any loneliness and have no confinement 
therein. Forty doorways of mercy (of Allah, the 
Exalted) will be opened for him, and the like thereof of 
light. When he is raised up on the Day of Judgment, 
an angel will bring him good news from his right, and 
another angel will reassure him from his left. He will 
be dressed in two fine garments, and a well-bred 
steed will be guided to him for him to ride. He will 
have no distress and no remorse, and will be 
subjected to an easy reckoning. 

When he passes across the Bridge of Hell, the Fire of 
Hell will advise him, "Make a quick escape, O 
emancipated slave of Allah, the Exalted! I am 
forbidden to touch you. "He will enter the Paradise in 
the company of the righteous forebears, and in the 
Paradise he will be given forty domes (big palaces) of 
white silver. Each dome will contain a palace of gold, 
and in each palace there will be 100 pavilions made of 
light (Nur). In each pavilion there will be a raised 
couch made of silk brocade, and upon each raised 
couch there will be a maiden (a beautiful woman 
called Hur), one of the maiden with those shiny and 
big lovely eyes. Her body will consist of the most 
fragrant perfume, as if it were the full moon of the 
night of his consummation. Then he will be given that 
which no eye has ever seen, of which no ear has ever 
heard, and that has never happened to any human 
heart. 

According the traditional news on the night when 
the Last Messenger of Allah (peace and blessings of 
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Allah, the Supreme be upon him) travelled to see his 
Lord (Almighty and Exalted is He), the Almighty One 
(Glorious and Supreme is He) said, "To whom does 
the earth belong, O Muhammad (peace and blessings 
of Allah, the Supreme be upon him)? He (peace and 
blessings of Allah, the Supreme be upon him) replied, 
To You, "O my Lord, so He said to him: To whom do 
the heavens belong, O Muhammad (peace and 
blessings of Allah, the Supreme be upon him)? Again 
he (peace and blessings of Allah, the Supreme be upon 
him) replied: To You, O my Lord, so He said to him: 
To whom do the veils belong? Again he (peace and 
blessings of Allah, the Supreme be upon him) replied: 
To You, O my Lord, so He said to him: To whom does 
the Pedestal belong, O Muhammad (peace and 
blessings of Allah, the Supreme be upon him)? Again 
he (peace and blessings of Allah, the Supreme be upon 
him) replied: To You, O my Lord, so He said to him: 
To whom do you belong, O Muhammad (peace and 
blessings of Allah, the Supreme be upon him)? At this 
point, the Messenger of Allah (peace and blessings of 
Allah, the Supreme be upon him) bowed down in 
prostration, and the sense of hesitation (modesty, 
humbleness) prevented him from saying anything. 
The Almighty One (Glorious and Exalted is He) then 
said: You belong to him, he who invokes blessing 
upon you, and who does so with profound respect and 
reverence. " 

My beloved, Hazrat Abdul-Qadir Jilani (may 
Allah, the Exalted be pleased with him), then went on 
to say, "This invocation of blessings is the one that 
befits this Hadith. It is the opening of seventy doors 
of mercy, and it manifests marvels from the path of 
the Garden of Paradise. It is better than someone who 
emancipates a thousand souls, and immolates a 
thousand sacrificial beasts, and donates a thousand 
dinars to charitable causes, and fasts for a thousand 
months. 
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It has a hidden secret, and it is the means by 
which provisions (desires and cravings) are easy to 
obtain, characters are refined, needs are satisfied, 
degrees (of honours) are exalted, sins are wiped out, 
faults are pardoned and forgiven, and the lowly are 
dignified. He (may Allah, the Exalted be pleased with 
him) also said, "This invocation of blessings is given 
to no one but the righteous man, for it is perfect in its 
qualities, endowed with gracious favours. If some 
problem irritates its owner, every invocation of it will 
be a means of access for him in the presence of the 
most glorious Prophet (peace and blessings of Allah, 
the Supreme be upon him), and every verse of the 
Holy Quran in it will be an intercession in the 
presence of the Almighty Patron. It is the invocation 
of blessing of those who perform the ritual prayers, 
recitation of the Holy Quran by those who practice 
remembrance, the admonition of those who heed 
advice, and the means of access for those who seek 
access.
